But the most outrageous affidavit of all, and one that 
may be justly characterised as atrocious, when the na- 
ture of the case and the position of the man who makes 
it, is taken into consideration, is the affidavit of George 
W. Mateell, Chief of Police. This man swears that he 
resides in Stenton street, that he is Chief of Police, that 
he went to his office on the morning of the robbery of 
the District Attorney’s office, and that when he was 
informed of the robbery, he suspected Stanley and has 
suspected him ever since. We denounce this affidavit as 
an atrocity which should not be tolerated for a moment 
in a community like this. If an officer like Mateell may 
falminate his suspicions against a person in this style, 
and without a reason, who shall be safe? Let us reverse 
the question, and ask if the suspicions of hts moral hon- 
esty and official integrity were to be reduced to writing, 
what mill should farnish paper to his enemies? what 
manufactory supply the ink? We were right in denoun- 
cing it as an atrocity, and we would not go too far, in 
branding it as an act more beinous in its moral grade, 
than many which are panished by the State prison. 

The affidavits of Ruckman and Crist are merely made 
to show a motive where everything was blank, while the 
affidavits of the Mayor and his Clerk are intended to 
switch the tail of the serpent against us. A word from 
us, however, will set this right end open the eyes of the 
Mayor to a matter which he seems very strangely to have 
forgotten.
